The most dramatic and important, 
pening in the Alberta legislature Gut 
ing the last week was the addrésb of 
former premier J. E. Brownlee, who

In a clear, comprehensive and force- 
ful speech he replied to critics of the 
administration and whatever oppon- 
ents may think of his polictes in the 
past, or of him as a public man, there 
can be no denying the fact that by 
long odds he proved himself to be the 
ablest of orators and debators in the 
house. 

When the former premier rose to 
join in the budget debate he was giv- 
en a rousing greeting by the members 
of the U. F, A. benches, in which a few 
of the smaller groups in the opposition 
joined. His speech was punctuated 
several times with applause and when 
he finished he was given the only real 
ovation any member has received dur- 
ing the present session, Liberal, Labor, 
Independent, and Conservative mem- 
bers joining with the U. F. A. in pro- 
longed applause. 

Friday, Hugh C. Farthing, Conserv- 
ative of Calgary took occasion to de- 
fend the R. C. M. P. against the char- 
ges of Donald McLeod, U. F, A. mem- 
ber for Stony Plain, who had _ said 
some of the police were ruthless in 
the discharge of their duties and had 
been intoxicated while on duty.

‘| THE GROWING OF 


GARNET WHEAT 


A technical agriculturalist located in 
central Alberta with long experience 
in agriculture 1 this. province writes 
as follows: 

“Personally, what I would like to sce 
with Garnet is a few shiploads of real- 
ly pure, high grade Garnet sent over 
to the Old Country so as to give the 
British millers a chance to thoroughly 
test good Canadian Garnet wheat. 
Partly with this thought in mind, I 
have told some farmers that while I 
was not prepared to advise any farmer 
to grow Garnet wheat, because I could 
not tell what effect the separate grad- 
{ng may have on price, yet if I were a 
farmer in Central Alberta, I would 
continue growing Garnet wheat. There 
has never been any variety nearly as 
satisfactory in Central Alberta, part- 
icularly the district west of the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton railway, as Gar- 
net. It yields very much higher than 
Reward, is very much ealier than Mar- 
quis, and stands adverse weather con- 
ditions sametimes very much better 
than Marquis, or Reward. As a result 
the grade is usually higher than either 
of these two standard varieties, and I 
am of the opinion that unless there is 
a very drastic cut in the price of Gar- 
net, the increased yield, earliness, and 
average higher grading of Garnet will 
much more than offset any discrimin- 
ation in price.” 

The question as to whether or not 
wheat growers should stay with Gar- 
net is a matter which the grower must 
decide for himself. The main thing is 
to keep the strain pure. Again it is 
emphasized that admixtures of Gar- 
net with Marquis types is- very Ilable 
to cause a lot of trouble once the se- 
gregation of the Garnet is put into ef- 
fect. 


There are so few new things that

Articles appearing in this column from week to week have, over a con- 
siderable period of time, had two-main objectives,—to convey information | 
and to provoke constructive thought on the part of the reader. At the} 
same time an earnest endeavor has been made to refrain from discussion of 
questions which are the subject of partizan political controversy or of sharp 
differences of opinion arising out of racial or religious views. In the present | 
disturbed state of the world, when practically every financial, economic and 
social question has become part and parcel of some political creed it is no 
easy matter for any writer, unless he confines himself to meaningless plati- 
tudes, not to‘appear to take sides and express views which others may inter- 
pret as somewhat partizan in character one way or another. Notwithstand- 
ing this difficulty an honest effort has been made in this column to steer 
clear of partizanship while at the same time in discussing matters of public | 
interest to give some point and value to these articles.

Does General Johnson's statement, if true, imply that the nations of' 
the world shoyld abandon democracy as a system of government and revert 
to more autocratic and dictatorial forms of government, thereby relinquish- 
ing the political freedom which is now theirs, and entrusting to such more! 
autocratic governments full control at all times, in peace and prosperity as 
well as in times of war, emergency and crisis? 

If democracy is not to be abandoned, and we are not to accept. Com- | 
munism, Facsism, Socialism, or other forms of government which ‘involve! 


democracy to be made safe for the world at all times, because it cannot be.

How can people be taught self-control in times of emergency? How 
can the tendency to panic he overcome? How can understanding be given! 
to the masses so that they will refrain from panic and exercise self-control 
and thus overcome the crisis and prevent the taking of disastrous action? 
How, when there are always.demagogues, agitators, self-seekers whether in 
politics or other spheres, ever ready to inflame and mislead the masses, are 
these masses of voters who to-day control all governments, going to be 
educated to think for themselves, refrain from being influenced by mob 
psychology, and exercise self-control through the obtaining of sound knowl- 
edge and an understanding of basic irrefutable principles ? 

Is the task too great for democracy, that is, for mankind itself? Or

Mr. Garland (U. F. A.) poin- 
ted out that full benefits of the in- 
surance for a family of five after com- 
pulsory contributions over a period of 
two years, would amount to $45.60 per 
month considerably less than such a 
family receives under unemployment 
relief aot the present time. When Mr. 
Garland asked if the House considered 
that a child of sixteen or under could 
be maintained on the allowance of 
ninety cents a week the acting Min- 
ister said the amounts had been work- 
ed out on actual basis, whereupon the 
member for Bow River retorted that 
he hoped the actuary would have to 
live on that amount himself some day. 
One clause held up for some time by 
the Labor members placed the respon- 
sibility for the employee’s contribution 
to the fund on the employee himself, 
notwithstanding the fact that this 
contribution is withheld out of his 
wages and forwarded to the commis- 
sion by the employer. It was held that 
very few workers would be familiar 
with the provisions of the Act, and if 
they were, their efforts to keep tab on 
such payments would not make them 
very popular with their employers.
